“LONESOME CHARLEY” REY- ! 

NOLDS, CUSTER’S SCOUT 1 

Many noted scouts served with Gen- 1 
eral Custer during his Indian cam- 1 
paigns, but his favorite of them all 
was Charles Reynolds, known as 
“Lonesome Charley.” In the early 
seventies, Reynolds was a hunter for 
the garrison at Fort Rice, N. D. He 
was a quiet little man who lived 
much to himself and preferred to 
hunt alone, no matter how many hos- ' 
tile Indians were near. Because of 
his disregard for human companion¬ 
ship, he became known by everyone 
as "Lonesome Charley.” 

Reynolds first served under Custer 
In the exploration of the Yellowstone 
country in 1873. During his expedi¬ 
tion two inoffensive civilians with 
Custer’s command were murdered by 
the Indians. The next year, while 
Reynolds was attending a sun dance 
of the Sioux near Fort A. Lincoln, 

N. D., he heard a young chief named 
Kaln-in-the-Face boast of the murder 
of the two men. Charley reported this 
to Custer and Rain-tri-the-Face was 
arrested and imprisoned. Luter he 
escaped and sent back his now-famous 
vow of vengeance of the whole Custer 
family. 

“Lonesome Charley” was with Cus¬ 
ter during the exploration of the 
Black hills In 1874. When gold was 
discovered, at Custer’s request he 
rode 150 miles, through a country 
swarming with hostile Indians to Fort 
Laramie, Wyo., in 48 hours and gave 
to the world the first news of the 
discovery, causing a stampede of min¬ 
ers luto that region. 

When Custer started on his last 
campaign against the Sioux In 1876, 
Reynolds was offered the position of 
chief guide. 

When the Seventh cavalry left the 
steamer Far West, Reynolds was 111. 
Capt. Grant Marsh of the Far West 
tried to persuade him not to go with 
the expedition since he was in no 
condition to do any fighting. Reynolds 
refused. 

“I’ve been waiting and getting 
ready for this expedition for two 
years, captain, and I'd rather be dead 
than miss it,” he said earnestly. So 
he rode away to his death. 

When Custer divided his command 
to attack the Sioux on the Little Big 
Horn, the scout was sent with Major 
Reno. The Indians swept down upon 
Reno and forced him back to the 
wooded bluffs across the river. “Lone¬ 
some Charley” was killed In this re-

THE WATER AND POWER ACT 

In the absence of any popular demand for state development of hydro¬ 
electric resources, It is certainly up to the little group of self-appointed 
guardians of the public welfare who gave it birth to show substantial 

reasons why the people should stand the great risks Involved in their 

1600,000,000 water and power scheme. 

So far advocates of the proposed amendment have confined themselves 
to rosy promises of "power at cost” and "no taxes" and so on that are not 
supported by the act itself. They have made vague charges that California’s 
development has been backward because of improper use of our hydro¬ 
electric resources, but these charges are nullified by the Incontrovertible 
fact that nowhere is power so cheap nor so plentiful as in California. 

Half a billion dollars is a huge sum, and the idea of mortgaging all the | 

property in the state to support a bond issue of that amount is repugnant 
unless some very real benefits can be absolutely assured. To entrust the 
uncontrolled right to spend 1500 , 0 ( 10,000 of the people's money to five men 
whom the people cannot elect involves a risk too great to be taken unless a 
fair chance for some benefit is shown. So far the propagandists for the 
water and power "act” have proved neither a demand for It nor a possi¬ 
bility of any great return from it. The reason they have not done so Is 
obvious—the people of California have absolutely nothing to gain from the 
proposed amendment and everything to lose. 

The risk of heavy losses and increased taxes that It entails i» enough to 
defeat the water and power "act” overwhelmingly. Even if this risk were 
minimized, the folly of handing so huge u sum as $500,000,000 to an auto¬ 
cratic board of five men empowered to spend it as they see fit and author¬ 
ized to create a political machine that would he more powerful than Un¬ 
people themselves Is apparent enough to condemn the measure utterly.

With the well eased to a depth 
of 930 feet, the company is pumping 
one hour each day, obtaining approxi¬ 
mately ten barrels of 56 gravity oil.

The aoil 1 b said to 
be 75 per cent gasoline, and with Its 
high gravity the ten-barrel-an-hour 
flow is said by oil men to be equal to 
a 3000-barrel well In other California 
fields. It is rumored that officials of 
the Standard Oil Company have in¬ 
spected the Sage & Olson well at 
Purissima canyon, and have been said 
to state tbut should the ten-barrel-an- 
lidur flow prove permanent, the prop¬ 
erty on which It Is located will be 
worth more than $1,000,000 to oil in¬ 
terests.
